Change in Law Will Raise 


About $9,000,000. 


Indianapolis, Feb. 24—(A.P.)— 


A battle over income tax legisla- 
tion that may be waged during 
the remaining days of the In- 
diana general assembly loomed 
today. 


The house received back from 


the senate the bill to establish 
an nidividual income tax. The 
changes which the senate had 
made failed to meet the approval 
of the house, and it will be nec- 
essary to appoint a conference 
committee and there were inti- 
mations by other democratic 
leaders that the house would be 
in no hurry to effect an agree- 
ment. 


These leaders said they were 


disposed to see just what dispo- 
sition the republican controlled 
senate makes of the appropria- 
tion bill passed by the democratic 
house. 


The senate gave its final ap- 


proval to a bill which would in- 
crease automobile license 
fees 


and sent the measure to the 
house. It is estimated that under 
the proposed scale automobile 
licenses would produce annually 
about $9,000,000 and the senate 
voted yesterday to turn over this 
revenue to the state general 
fund instead of the highway 
commission as in the past. 


The schedule of income tax 
rates decreed upon by the sen- 
ate is as follows: 


Single persons—$20 tax on $2,- 


000 income; $50 on $3,000 in- 
come; 
$80 on $4,000 income; 


$110 on $5,000 income; $140 on

The Indiana Farm Bureau is 


heartily in sympathy with House 
Bill 445 of the General Assembly 
now in session at Indianapolis 
which provides "that a license 
fee, 
at the rate hereinafter 


prescribed, is hereby imposed 
upon the privilege of producing 
or selling and or distribution of 
all electric current used in this 
state for any purpose," accord- 
ing to Lewis Taylor, director of 
the tax and legislative depart- 
ment. 


This bill will create a govern- 


ment income from a source 
where "ability to pay" prevails, 
he asserts. -This bill, it is claim- 
id by some commercial interests, 
will increase the price to the 
consumer to such an extent that 
business will be run out of the 
state'", says the farm leader. "A 
casual examination of this bill 
will show that it will not impose 


tax on the consumer; however, 


t does show that it .will impose 
a tax on the producer, seller or 
distributor." 


Mr. Taylor adds, "It is the first 
ll proposed at this session that 


will enable the legislators to 
'pass the buck', as all rates for 
sales of electric current, are now 
fixed by the Public Service Com- 
mission and cannot be raised 
without its permission. Any 
blame for increasing rates would 
rest on the Commission and not 
on this bill." 


Relative to his statement that 


commercial 
plants producing 


electric current, are able to pay 
license fees and should do so, 
Mr. Taylor refers to municipally 
owned plants in Indiana for a 
comparison. He says, "Rates now 
paid for electric current range in 
price from % cents to 1 cent per 
kilowatt hour for the big users 
and 12 cents or more, for the 
home owner. Electric current is 
now produced in this state for 
1/2 cent or less and is produced 
and distributed for less than 2 
cents. This is true of the muni- 
cipally owned plants in this 
state." 


"Thus, in Crawfordsville it 


costs 1.31 cents to deliver to citi- 
zens of that city. It costs Log- 
ansport 1.57 cents. It costs Rich- 
mond 1.24 cents and was sold at 
wholesale to the Liberty Light & 
Power Company at 1.26 cents, 
which was in turn sold to pa- 
trons of that company at 12 and 
15 cents per KWH.

PESKY HOUSE FLY DOES DAMAGE TO 


MOTION PICTURE INDUSTRY DAILY 


Hollywood, Cal., Feb. 24 (A.P.)—And now the common 


house fly takes its places with the corn borer, the cotton boll 
weevil and the Mediterranean fruit fly as a scourge to a great 
industry. 


The house fly, however, specializes in spoiling motion pic- 


tures. 


"The fly costs the motion pic- 


ture industry between $5,000 and 
$10,000 daily in retakes," Mevffle 
Brown, director said as he rest- 
ed while the cameramen and 
actors on his set were preparing 
to retake a love scene. 


The scene, hundreds of feet, 


had been spoiled a few seconds 
before by a fly, which buzzed 
around a while and then lighted 
on the pretty nose of Mary Astor 
just as she was being kissed by 
Ricardo Cortez in the fadeout. 


"There was nothing unusual 


about the ruination of that 
scene," Brown went on. "Some 
of the best shots and sequences 
ever made were spoiled by a fly. 
It happens every day at every 
studio. One can't just cut that 
part in which the fly decides to 


park on the lense or a nose. The 
whole thing has to be redone, 
because a fly never lights except 
at the climax."

The sound supervisor put in a 


word in the general indictment 
against the fly. "Not only that," 
he said, "but when a couple.of 
flies decide to play tag near a 
microphone the film sounds like 
a naval battle." 


Retakes because of fly inter- 


ference number scores for every 
completed production, directors 
declared. No matter the methods 
studios employ to rid themselves 
of flies, one will pop up just as 
the hero begins to whisper sweet 
nothings in the ear of the hero- 
ine. A number of men^are em- 
ployed in Hollywood solely to 
chase flies off sets.

This 
Jew the court found untenable. 
Judge Clark in an exhaustive 
pinion took the position that as 
he Eighteenth amendment at- 
,empted to transfer to the fed- 
ral government jurisdiction over 
ights reserved to the people it 
hould have been submitted to 
them in state convention for 
ratification. 


He held that its ratification by 


state legislatures was insufficient 
to make it effective.

After spending eight months in 
jail here, Harold Herbert Schroe- 
der, Mobile, Ala., charged with 
killing an unidentified man, was 
prepared to face trial in criminal 
court this morning.- 


With his hands manacled in 


front of him, Schroeder was led 
into the courtroom. 


Seated in the front row of the 


crowded room where his 
wife 


Leah and their two small chil- 
dren. The defendant, seeing 
them for the first tune since he 
was captured last June, sank to 
his knees. Tears streamed down 
his face and his wife rushed to 
his side and embraced him. The 
children likewise kised him. The 
courtroom was silent as the 
scene was enacted. 


A moment later Schroeder was 


taken to the piisoner's stand. 


Uniformed 
policemen 
and 


plainclothes detectives were in 
various parts of the room cau- 
tioning spectators to be quiet. 


Mrs. Schroeder was dressed al- 


most entirely in black. The two 
sons, both of whom wear glasses, 
smiled 
reassuringly at 
their 


father as he sat down. Other 
members of the family, including 
Mrs. Schroed°r were weeping. 


The names of prospective jur- 


ors were then read. 


The case has aroused wide- 


spread interest especially since 
conclusion of a recent trial in 
England in which the evidence 
bore remarkable similarity to 
the charges agaist Schroeder. 


Both 
men 
were 
traveling 


salesmen. 
Their 
automobiles 


were found blazing on lonely 
roads early in the morning, 
Schroeder's on last May 31, and 
that of Alfred Arthur Rouse on 
November 6, 1930. In each can 
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the charred body of a man was 
found. 
Both 
Schroeder 
and 


Rouse admitted they had given 
strangers a lift. 


Throughout 
Rouse's 
trial, 


however, he maintained that 
the burning of his automobile 
was accidental. Schroeder has 
admitted that he set fire to his 
car and the stranger's body after 
the man's neck was broken in an 
accident. 


In the English trial the pro- 


secution asserted -Rouse had 
wished the body to be identified 
as his, thus permitting him to 
disappear. Irregular love affairs, 
it was said, had plunged him in- 
to difficulties. 


The prosecution contends that 


Schroeder, by leaving his coat 
and some insurance papers near 
his 
flame-swept 
automobile, 


sought to make it appear he had 
been burned to death. It also 
was 
revealed 
shortly 
before 


Schroeder's capture in Mobile 
that he had figured in a clan- 
destine love affair in that city. 


On January 31 Rouse was sen- 


tenced to be hanged. 


One hundred twenty five per- 


sons have been summoned for 
possible jury service here.
